Youngsters At Shawsheen, 
Doherty Get Reprieve 


Some Andover youngsters will 
be getting an extended vacation 
as public and parochial schools 
opened for the year today 
(Thursday). 

Due to renovation work not 
completed at the Shawsheen and 
Doherty schools, the school com- 
mittee has reset the opening date 
for Doherty to Monday and the 
Shawsheen to Sept. 17. 

The school committee will 
meet in special session Friday at 
7:30 p.m., to assess the school 
building committee projection 
that Doherty will be ready for oc- 
cupancy Monday and the 
Shawsheen by Thursday of next 
week, 

A plan for assimilation or ac- 
commodation of students of 
either Shawsheen, which seems 
to be more of a problem than 
Doherty, has been worked out, in 


case the building is still not ready 
by next week. 

Building Committee Chairman 
Ralph Crossan addressed the 
school committee and a group of 
close to 200 parents, who ap- 
parently were more interested in 
busing problems ihan the 
availability of the buildings, at 
the Tuesday school board 
meeting in Hast Junior High 
school auditorium. 

Crossan said the renovation 
work at both schools is not as far 
advanced as the committee had 
hoped and that it had agreed that 
it made good sense to delay the 
opening of Doherty until Monday 
and Shawsheen until Thursday. 

He said public safety re- 
quirements must be met, and the 
committee was confident that 
safety needs would be met by the 
projected dates. 
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As to the number of days 
ed by the pupils, Supt. of Sc 
Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, said he 
felt confident that state re- 
quirements could be met, 
without inconvenience to the 
faculty or student body. 

Seifert said a waiver would be 
requested of the state depart- 
ment of education, if it became 
necessary to make up time, this 
could be arranged within the 
schedule, Seifert felt. 

Crossan informed the group 
that electric work still must be 
completed, some ceiling work, 
the carpeting must be put down 
and the usual thorough and 
general cleanup needed before 
safety certificates can be issued. 

The building committee 
chairman noted that the general

Review Bus Routes 


School bus routes will be ex- 
amined by school ad- 
ministrators, the police depart- 
ment and concerned parents, 
with possible modifications to ac- 
commodate additional 
youngsters. 

Following requests for con- 
sideration of several areas in 
town for busing, for safety 
reasons, the administration 
agreed Tuesday night to re- 
examine the bus routes and meet 
in special session Friday night to 
act on possible modifications. 

Close to 200 parents were pre- 
sent in the East Junior High 
auditorium Tuesday night to ex- 
press their concern over the new 


bus routes, which have resulted 
in some children now having to 
walk to school who were former- 
ly bused. 

This case was most prevalent 
in the Shawsheen area composed 
of Stirling street, Enmore, 
Haverhill streets and Dufton 
road, where petitions were 
presented for consideration. 

Other areas, where complaints 
have been received, either Tues- 
day night or to the school depart- 
ment office since publication of 
the routes a week ago, include 
Lincoln street, | Shawsheen 
Heights, Ballardvale, Beacon 
street, High Plain road, parts of 
Lovejoy road, and Lowell screet 


from the cemetery to Internal 
Revenue Service building. 

School department Business 
Manager Edward Weil, who 
along with Sam Arcidy, plotted 
the 27 bus routes in fowl eXx- 
plained to the audience the school 
department policy on busing and 
how the routes were drawn up. 

Weil explained that in many 
areas, children had been walking 
to school for years and that 
crossing guards were provided to 
assist youngsters at dangerous 
intersections. 

Weil said he had been advised

Clerk of Works Resigns 


In a surprise and somewhat 
puzzling move to local officials, 
Walter Desharnais, clerk of the 
works for the Doherty- 
Shawsheen School renovation 
project resigned suddenly Tues- 
day morning, effective last Fri- 
day. 

Desharnais, a resident of 
Woburn, who has performed 
clerk duties on many major pro- 
jects, stated there was no way 
the schools would be ready for 
opening day on Thursday. 

He said he had warned the 
committee of this as far back as 
May, but optimistic reports had 


been given about the opening 
date right up to this week. 

The clerk said he had been in- 
formed by the building com- 
mittee that he was not doing the 
job. Desharnais said he did not 
know if the committee or the 
town was looking for a 
scapegoat, but if that was the 
case, the finger was not going to 
be pointed at him. 

He met with Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin Tuesday mor- 
ning and offered his resignation, 
effective last Friday. He has 
accepted a similar post in 
Wayland where he has super- 


vised public school construction 
in the past and will continue a 
project now underway in that 
community. 

An advisory given the building 
committee on May 30, went un- 
heeded, Desharnais claims. He 
notes that on that date he wrote 
there were 66 working days left 
on the project, and unless the 
electrical contractor put more 
manpower on the job, the work 
would not be completed in time. 

He also noted that in June, he 
ordered stranded wire use in the

The opening of school also 
signals the resumption or 
origination of a number of pro- 
jects involving the school in the 
greater Andover Community, 

One such endeavor is the An- 
dover Evening Study Program, 
now in its thirty-eighth season. 
The program offers a series of 
courses which over the years 
have provided more than 17,000 
individuals from Andover and 
surrounding communities with 
opportunities to rediscover old 
interests and gain new ones, The 
courses are open to all men and 
women. In order to keep the 
costs within the range of all, the 
lecturers and instructors serve 
without pay. 

Any proceeds beyond the 
operating costs are donated to in- 
stitutions furthering the cause of 
education. To date, a total of 
more than $18,000 has been given. 


The courses. begin in late 
September. 

A new endeavor which is 
associated with the Evening 
Study Program is the formation 
of the Merrimack Valley Wind 
Ensemble under the direction of 
James Harwood, instructor of 
music at the Academy. The 
ensemble is open to any high 
school, college or adult wind in- 
strument player of any ability. It 
will meet throughout the year 
and will plan several perfor- 
mances. 

A second program which 
resumes this fall involves the use 
of the Phillips Academy soccer 
field, swimming pool and tennis 
courts by children from the town 
who are participating in the ac- 
tivities of the Andover YMCA. 

The Complementary Schools 
Project which begins full opera- 
tion at the school this fall is 
another new endeavor.

contractor has been following a 
schedule which called for com- 
pletion of the project within five 
calendar months. 

He praised the contractor for 
co-operation, in having crews on 
the job on weekends and working 
overtime to meet the schedule, 
but normal delays have resulted 
in the now agreed upon delay:in 
opening. 

Carpeting, for instance, was 
just delivered this past week, 1,- 
200 feet of it brought to Doherty 
Tuesday morning. 

Crossan cautioned that there 
still would be work to be done in 
both buildings after school is in 
session, noting that it would 
probably be the first of October 
before the project is all cleaned 
up, but that there would be no in- 
terference with the school 
schedule. 

School committeeman William 
L. Lane suggested that the ad- 
ministration have alternatives 
established for both schools by 
the Friday special meeting, in 
order that a plan could be im- 
plemented immediately, should 
further delays in opening be 
necessitated. 

Dr. Seifert said that alter- 
natives were already mapped 
out, and that Miss Isabel Dobbie, 
Shawsheen principal had several 
plans ready for implementation 
at that building, should an open- 
ing day be stalled further. 


The building committee and 
architect reported confidence 
that the two suggested opening 
dates would be met. 

Chairman Frank Griggs said 
he did not share the optimism of 
the committee for a Thursday 
opening at Shawsheen. 


Committeeman John Wragg 
suggested a Sept. 17 opening date 
for that school and moved that 
the dare be established with ap- 
propriate plans provided by the 
administration for assimilation 
of students by Sept. 10, the 
overall project to be examined by 
the committee at its Friday night 
meeting. The suggestion was un- 
animously approved.

follow policy of providing bus 
service one mile to school for 
elementary youngsters and one 
and one half miles for secondary 
students. 

In most all instances, parents 
cited safety factors in their re- 
quest for having young pupils 
bused. Haverhill street for in- 
stance was classed as a most 
dangerous street, with industrial 
traffic, coupled with automobiles 
and several dangerous intersec- 
tions. 

Two buses’ formerly 
transported children from the 
general area, and now the 
youngsters must walk. 

Weil commented that the bus 
program was developed at the 
request of the school committee 
for a new policy. He said that last 
spring, based on information ob- 
tained from the pupil pop- 
ulations, a large map of the town 
was used and pins placed in all 
areas where a younster would be 
attending school The distances 
were then measured between 
homes and schools, and the 
routes established. 

He said that safety factors had 
been taken into consideration, as 
well as economy. 

Asked about the cost of ad- 
ditional buses, Weil estimated 


that three additional buses would 
cost the town $24,000. The town is 
not reimbursed for transporta- 
tion provided under the one mile 
state limits, it was pointed out. 

Committeeman John Wragg in- 
formed the audience that he had 
asked for the review of the school 
bus policy, because it makes 
sense to step back occasionally 
and review the program to see if 
it is operating efficiently. 

Wragg emphasized, however, 
that requisites were established 
as guide lines for the new policy, 
safety being paramount with ef- 
ficiency and equity also being 
considered. 

Committeeman William L. 
Lane said the board had been ap- 
prised of possible problems at 
the last meeting when the bus 
routes were presented. He said it 
would be his observation that the 
school safety officer and ad- 
ministration review the routes 
and come up with modifications. 


A comment from that audience 
that the publication of the routes 
a week before school opened was 
a devious method, brought sharp 
retort. Business Manager Weil 
took particular exception noting 
that the work of establishing bus 
routes began last spring and was 
not completed until just a little 
over a week ago, emphasizing 
there was nothing devious about 
the school bus scheduling. 

When Committeeman John 
Lyons said the bus routes were 
all new to him and said he did not 
see how the committee could cut 
back in this area, Committeeman 
Lane sharply corrected him. 

Lane said the matter had been 
discussed on a Saturday back in 
March, ‘‘after you and John 
Wragg were elected and were in- 
terested in budget cuts.” 


Lane went on to outline other 
times when school busing was 
discussed at board meetings, 
noting the use of the computer at 
Merrimack College, reports on 
getting cards back from students 
in the spring, etc. 

“Your policy seems to ad- 
vocate busing every kid in town,” 
Lane said to Lyons. 

Committeeman William King 
then moved that the matter be 
referred to the administration to 
restudy the routes with the safety 
officer and police department 
and come up with modifications 
at the Friday meeting. 

The motion was approved un- 
animously and a request that 
complainants meet with the ad- 
ministrators also followed. 

Wednesday morning, all of the 
areas where buses have been re- 
quested were outlined and times 
established for visitation by the 
study group. 

The visiting was to be done to- 
day and the new routing where 
deemed feasible, to be outlined to 
the school committee Friday 
night at East Junior High school 
at 7:30 p.m.

electrical work stopped. 

He said conditions at both 
Doherty and Shawsheen were 
such on Tuesday, that neither 
building would be ready for open- 
ing day and that Shawsheen 
would not be ready until Sept. 17 
(a matter the school committee 
acted upon Tuesday night.) 

He said he made the building 
committee aware of conditions 
and based on his experience, he 
knew where the job stood and 
where pitfalls were. The general 
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contractor has been working 
weekends to complete the pro- 
ject on time, but it appears that 
the architect’s projected comple- 
tion date was not realistic. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, under whose direction 
new construction in town is 
supervised, expressed surprise at 
the move by the clerk of the 
works. 

“Nobody is blaming him for 
any of the problems,” Austin 
said. 

“Realistically if we had been 
giving anything other than op- 
timistic outlook concerning the 
completion date, I doubt if the 
contractor would have had crews 
working weekends. There were a 
number of workmen on the job 
even Monday, Labor Day," 
Austin noted. 

I can’t understand why he is so 
upset,’’ the manager said.' 

Building Committee Chairman 
Ralph Crossan had no comment 
on the matter, referring it to the 
manager, who is responsible for 
such matters.

are a transitional period for the 
Recreation / Community School 
Department. Still deeply im- 
mersed in the summer program 
that ended Aug. 24, we have 
reports to write and figures to 
tally. At the same time the 
demands of our fall program, 
beginning only four short weeks 
away on Oct. 1, grow heavier 
each day. We are interviewing 
teachers, scheduling facilities, 
ordering supplies and writing 
descriptions of our classes for 
the fall brochure. 

We have a rather extraor- 
dinary line-up of classes this 
season. Out of approximately 75 
classes and activities fully one- 
third are being offered for the 
first time by Community Schools 
in Andover. The successful 
courses from last year will be 
offered again, David Sullivan’s 
excellent art courses, the prac- 
tical arts classes and of course, 
elementary gymnastics, trim- 
nastics, family gyms and SAC. 

I want to tell you this week 
about a few of our new classes 
and perhaps whet your appetite 
with their scope and variety. 
We've offered cooking classes 
before and this semester we have 
three different ones. First we 
have ‘‘Chinese Cooking,” taught 
by Keng-Jen Lee, that begins 
with a trip to Boston to shop for 
authentic ingredients and con- 
tinues preparation and presenta- 
tion of this relatively economical 
cusine. Next, we have ‘‘Cooking 
for Kids,’’ programed by a young 


elementary school teacher. She 
plans to instruct children in 
sound nutrition and safety in the 
kitchen as well as the prepara- 
tion of lots of child-appealing 
snacks and meals. Finally, 
because of the current interest in 
organic foods, we will be offering 
‘Natural Food Preparation.”’ 

For those who are concerned 
about escalating food costs, we 
are offering free, a four-week‘ 
workshop titled ‘‘Stretching 
Today’s Food Dollar.’’ Headed 
by the School Department’s 
Cafeteria Director, Anthony 
Mangifesti, we hope this 
workshop is responsible to a 
current problem. 

In the academic category of 
Community School classes we’ve 
added another level of study to 
several existing classes. This 
year we'll be offering Typing 2, 
Photo 2, Spanish 2 and for the 
first time, Shorthand 1 and 2. For 
someone planning a trip to Spain, 
Spanish 1 satisfies the need for 
simple conversational phrases 
and typing 1 can provide the skill 
necessary for handling cor- 
respondence. However, we 
recognize that for the serious stu- 
dent or the person with 
professional goals, something 
more is required. We hope these 
new courses will provide it and 
that in the future we will be able 
to expand other courses. 

In the next few weeks I'll be 
writing about other new courses. 
We’ve increased the number of 
classes we offer. We’ve let the 
nature of each course determine 
its length. We have workshops 
that run for four weeks and 
academic classes that will run 
for ten.

Employment 
Figures Up 


Massachusetts unemployment 
edged upward in July as a result 
of summer factory shutdowns, 
according to Richard C. 
Gilliland, Director of the Divi- 
sion of Employment Security. 


However, the seasonally ad-- 


justed level of 6.9 per cent was 
essentially unchanged from the 
revised 6.8 per cent in June and 
6.9 in May. 

Unemployment rates for 
Massachusetts have shown little 
change over the January to July 
period fluctuating between 6.6 
and 6.9 per cent. During the same 
seven months, the national rate 
has moved slowly downward 
from 5.0 to 4.7 per cent. 

On a statewide basis, the un- 


adjusted rate increased from 7.6 


per cent in June to 7.9 per cent in 
July. Unemployment in metr- 
opolitan areas ranged from a 
low of 6.7 per cent in Worcester 
to a high of 11.7 per cent in 
Lowell. Differences in relative 
dependence on the manufac- 
turing of nondurable goods such 
as shoes, apparel and textiles ac- 
counted for much of the wide 


difference in area unemployment. 


figures. Thus, the unemployment 
rate in the New Bedford area 
rose 2.6 percentage points, while 
the unemployment rate dropped 
in the Worcester and Boston 
SMSA’s where the number of 
workers in the durable goods sec- 
tor (machinery, electrical equip- 
ment, fabricated metals, etc.) 
exceed those in the nondurable 
goods sector.

Sahara 


{t is inhospitable. 

Its vast sandscapes and 
vaulting skies overwhelm a 
man’s eye and mind; its whip- 
ping winds distort his judgment. 
The heat envelops the body, 
threatening to draw out its 
energy and leave behind a spent 
memory of a human being. At the 
height of the summer one must 
count on drinking two gallons of 
water each day to survive. 

It is the Sahara, the subject of 
the National Geographic 
Society’s first documentary of 
the new television season. The 
program, ‘‘Wind Raiders of the 
Sahara,”’ will take viewers on a 
1500-mile trek by land yacht. 
Narrated by Leslie Nielsen, the 
special will be sponsored by 
Western Electric and aired on 
Thursday, September 6 on the 
ABC television network. 

Sweeping from the Atlantic 
Ocean to the Red Sea and from 
North Africa’s Atlas Mountains 
southward to the Sudan, the 
Sahara’s area approximates that 
of the United States. Yet its pop- 
ulation is less than three persons 
for each of its three and one half 
million square miles. 

Last December, National 
Geographic dispatched a team of 
eight international pilots under 
the leadership of General Jean du 
Boucher, a retired French army 
officer with 20 years of Sahara 
service. Their journey took them 
through the Western region, the 
most desolate portion of the 
world’s greatest desert. 

Building on the experience of 
his first attempt at transSahara 
land sailing in 1967, General du 
Boucher mapped out an arduous 
course for the pilots to follow. 
Negotiating the hostile Sahara in 
wind-driven vehicles and 
meeting the people of the desert 
brought an experience of high 
adventure that will be shared 
with the television audience. 

Guided by Ahmed Ould Zoum- 
zoum, a Reguibat Bedouin who 
survived many episodes in the 
desert as a former French army 
scout, the expedition heads west 
from Algeria’s Tindouf, the last 
outpost of civilization on the old 
caravan trail running to Tim- 
buktu. 

Along the route to the Atlantic, 
the group encounters the Haratin 
people, former slaves who only 
recently gained their freedom, 
but still carry the stigma of 
slavery. There also are the 
Imraguen tribes, who in the past 
three centuries have been forced 
to change the foundation of their

The expedition encounters a 
Bedouin encampment where they 
celebrate Christmas. This seg- 
ment closely examines the 
nomadic Bedouin lifestyle, the 
rule of women, and rote educa- 
tion based on the Koran. 

There are the towering in- 
selbergs, isolated and partially 
buried mountains which the 
Bedouins say are inhabited by 
spirits. And there is a stop at 
Fort Ain Ben Tili, built by the 
French in 1934 and once under the 
command of General du 
Boucher. 

The eight pilots in the expedi- 
tion represent eight nations. All 
are experienced sailors on ice, 
sea or sand. Donald Rypinski, a 
Los Angeles interior decorator 
who also designs land yachts, is 
the only American. 

Land sailing originated as a 
sport on the beaches of western 
Europe. For the ‘‘Wind Raiders 
of the Sahara’, though, it is hard- 
ly a game; rather it is a 
fascinating tour of a most forbid- 
ding region and an encounter 
with people who endure.

Increase 
Approved 


General Manager Harold 
Helmboldt of Yankee Milk, Inc., 
has been notified today by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture that emergency ac- 
tion has been taken that will 
result in an increase in prices 
paid to producers for Class I milk 
of .72 cents per hundredweight 
over previously announced prices 
for milk produced in September.

“The increase will encourage 
farmers to stay in business 
despite high costs, and will help 
assure the public of an adequate 
supply of milk in the coming 
months, although it comes too 
late to alleviate completely our 
concern over short supplies in the 
immediate future,’ Mr. Helm- 
boldt stated.

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Offshore 
Oil An 
Uncertainty 


By Polly Bradley 

What will happen to the en- 
vironment if oil is drilled for - 
and found - off the Atlantic Coast, 
especially in the rich Georges 
Bank fishing grounds? 

No one really knows - just as no 
one is sure whether oil is actually 
there. However, it is the job of 
the Council on Environmental 
Quality to attempt to answer this 
question, and important public 
hearings in the middle of 
September will give the people of 
New England a chance to express 
their views on offshore oil drill- 
ing and the environment. 

Before the government can 
lease potential offshore 
petroleum areas to oil com- 
panies, the Council on En- 
vironmental Quality (CEQ) is 
required by law to make a study 
of the environmental impact of 
possible oil and gas discoveries. 
The hearings will help determine 
the scope of the study. 

Citizen testimony as well as ex- 
pert testimony will be welcomed 
at the hearings, to be held on 
September 18 and 19, from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. at the Transportation 
Systems Center Auditorium, 
Department of Transportation, 
Kendall Square, Cambridge, 
Mass. 

Individuals or groups wishing 
to testify may come to the 
hearings and speak. Those who 
are unable to attend the entire 
hearing may make an appoint- 
ment to speak within a particular 
time period. To request a 
specific time for giving 
testimony, write to Dr. Stephen 
J. Gage, Council on Environmen- 
tal Quality, 722 Jackson Place, N. 
W., Washington, D. C., 20006. Dr. 
Gage is the senior staff member 
of the Council who is coor- 
dinating the hearings on the 
national level. (Hearings will 
also be held in Washington, D.C., 
and in other parts of the country 
near possible offshore drilling 
sites. The Cambridge hearing 
will be the only one in New 
England). 

Concerned citizens who cannot 
come to Cambridge for the hear- 
ing may send letters to John A. 
Busterud, Acting Chairman of 
the Council on Environmental 
Quality, at the above address, 
with a request that the letters be 
made a part of the record for the 
public hearings in Cambridge 
September 18 and 19. Mr. 
Busterud will be chairman at the 
hearing.

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bottom organisms and the bot- 
tom ecology? What does oil do to 
the food chain? How does it 
affect plankton? What are the 
long-term, non-visual effects of 
oil pollution? How will stress 
from petroleum development in- 
teract with over-fishing on 
Georges Bank? How will oil 
development affect land use in 
the coastal zone, especially es- 
tuaries and costal marshes, if 
refineries and related facilities 
are built? How will loss of 
marshes in turn affect the 
offshore fisheries?

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“We'll concentrate more on 
our inside running game also.

Similar programs in 
other states offer about $1,900 
worth of legal counsel a year for 
about $7 a month. The Bar 
Association hopes to soon 
propose a ‘“‘benefit package’”’ 
similar to Blue Cross - Blue 
Shield, with a maximum amount 
of annual payments for a wide 
range of problems - - which could 
range from wills to civil rights, 
divorce proceedings to bail 
bonds. 

Judges’, lawyers’ conduct 

The MBA handles more than 2,- 
000 investigations a year into the 
conduct of judges and lawyers. 
The MBA gives “‘information’’ on 


attorneys accused of misconduct 
to call the Supreme Judicial 
Court’s attention to the matter. 
And Mr. Fisher says his group is 
considering whether it should do 
the same thing regarding judges’ 
conduct. 

With scores of lawyers in- 
volved in the Watergate scandal, 
there has been some criticism of 
the attorney’s overall ethics - - or 
lack of them. 


Mr. Fisher feels this criticism 
is very unfair. 

“With no exceptions,’’ he says, 
the lawyers around President 
Nixon weren't acting as at- 
torneys but as political advisors, 
and their actions should be judg- 
ed in this light. 

The new MBA head has long 
been concerned with encouraging 
young lawyers’ participation in

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Red Fox European Native 


It was our good fortune to be 
reared in a culture where worthy 
foxhounds could be purchased 
only from widows. 

While we were unaware of it, 
the red fox which we pursued was 
as European in origin as we 
were. In early colonial days, 
gentlemen heightened the living 
experience around eastern shore 
Maryland and in Virginia by im- 
porting red foxes. There were 
native red foxes in North 
America but they lived in Canada 
and penetrated the present 
United States no farther south 
than northern Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 
Although red foxes, the natives 
were black phase and wore dark 
coats. South of the red foxes were 
gray foxes, always North 
American natives. But gray fox- 
es are not the running kind. If 
pressed they climb trees and the 
fun ends quickly with a pack of 
hounds bellowing beneath a tree. 

Of course the importers of red 
foxes were of the red-coat clan 
who ride to the hounds. But in our 
later culture, fox hunters lay 
high on a hillside and listened to 
the bugling of foxhounds in pur- 


suit. We didn’t need exercise, 
having obtained it abundantly 
while working in the fields. 

In fact, we all might have 
fallen promptly to sleep had it 
not been for the providential 
thinking of some honest farmer 
who brought along samples of his 
product. The product was distill- 
ed by men who recognized the 
federal tax on whiskey as dis- 
criminatory, possibly even tyran- 
nical. 

This, while listening to nightly 
reruns of my favorite television 
program, I keep expecting a cer- 
tain senator to ask a witness 
‘whether you’re running with the 
fox or baying with the hounds.”’ It 
was a favorite question posed by 
lawyers who found themselves 
facing a witness who either prov- 
ed ambivalent or hostile. The 
scene, of course, occurred before 
the circuit judge who was holding 
his current ten days of court at 
the county seat. 

In the days when nothing ex- 
cept a locomotive did 60 miles an 
hour, the red fox was admired for 
running at 35. It’s still im- 
pressive, since the fox makes 
such time without outside help - - 
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if one discounts the pressure of a 
dog pack at his heels. 

It is an oddity that the hard- 
running fox puts out more pad 
odor when excited than it does 
while loitering. The trait has 
been ascribed to a lack of 
predatory pressure on the fox. 
Ordinarily, foxes which gave off 
the most odor would be easiest 
prey for a tracker. Thus, even- 
tually such odiferous foxes would 
be eliminated from the gene pool. 
But it does not seem to work out 
that way. 

The fox seems to be one of 
those animals that benefits from 
the presence of man. Recently I 
was in North Dakota where game 
managers have discovered that 
red foxes are taking advantage of 
the soil that lies between 
separate roadways of new in- 
terstate highways. The animals 
den within this slender island 
territory and rear their young 
there. 

At this season, the close-knit 
fox families of summer are 
breaking up. The young males 
particularly get wanderlust. 
Some marked male foxes have 
traveled more than 200 miles 
from their birthplace. Quite 
often, however, they move only a 
few miles. If something happens 
to the old man, one of the males 
may remain in ancestoral 
territory and take over.

Arts Council 
Appoints 
Director 


The Merrimack Valley Council 
on the Arts and Humanities 
recently appointed Robert Dewis 
of Natick as its executive direc- 
tor. 

The part-time position, which 
carries a $4,200 a year salary, in- 
cludes: compiling a file of artists 
and arts resources in the 
Merrrimack Valley, handling 
press relations for the council, 
serving as a liaison between local 
arts groups and _ the 
Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities in obtaining 
grants, and coordinating a calen- 
dar of arts events. 

This position is a new one, 
created by the receipt this year 
of a matching staff assistance 
grant from the Massachusetts 
Council on the Arts and 
Humanities, which is in turn 
funded by the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and 
Humanities. This is the first staff 
assistance grant given to a local 
council in Massachusetts. It is 
matched by an equal amount of 
money from the Merrimack 
Valley Council. 

Dewis, a 1971 graduate of 
Boston University’s School of 
Public Communication, was 
director, writer, film-maker, and 
narrator for ‘‘Art and the Com- 
munity,’’ a film made for the 
New Hampshire Commission of 
the Arts. He has also had exten- 
sive experience in radio and 
television in the Boston area. 

Dewis brings to the Merrimack 
Valley ‘‘a desire to make the ar- 


tists aware of each other so we , 


can work together for the 
cultural betterment of the 
region,”’ he said. ‘‘I’d like to see 
an alliance of artists bringing 
their art to all the people of the 
Valley.’”’ 

In announcing Dewis’s appoint- 
ment, Charles Haig, president of 
the Merrimack Valley Council on 
the Arts and Humanities, noted, 
“With the council’s growing 
awareness of the tremendous 


amount of cultural activity in the 
Merrimack Valley, we have felt 
the need’ for a person to be in 
touch with and of service to the 
various groups and individuals. 
Mr. Dewis displays the talents 
and background to be that per- 
son.” 

Dewis 24, plans to reside in the 
Newburyport area.

ing safe walking practices. Also, 
a safe driver will make it easier 
for patrols to do their job ef- 
ficiently. This means slowing 
down, observing all signs and 
signals, and above all remainjng 
alert when approaching school 
crossing areas.” 


Total nationwide holdings of 
U.S. Savings Bonds and Freedom 
Shares rose to the record-high 
level of more than $60 billion in 
July - - representing almost 23 
per cent of the publicly held por- 
tion of the national debt.

The discomfort of the hot, dry 
summer weather is all too 
familiar and most of us are 
aware Of the stress that it puts on 
our landscape trees. Further- 
more, Dr. Donald L. Ham, plant 
pathologist says that the chance 
of air pollution damage to trees 
is often greatly increased during 
the hot summer months. At- 
mospherie conditions conducive 
to air stagnation or an at- 
mospheric inversion often exist 
at this time of year. With these 
conditions the air near the 
ground with all its pollutants, es- 
pecially industrial and 
automotive exhaust pollutants, is 
unable to rise and be dispersed. 

According to Dr. Ham, the 
dosage of air pollution to which 
any plant or animal is exposed is 
a function of the length of ex- 
posure time and concentration of 
the pollutant, Air stagnation not 
only allows as increase in pollu- 
tion concentration but also 
lengthens the exposure time. 
Repeated hazy, summer days 
and unusual eye irritation are 
often symptoms of air pollution 
accumulation resulting from at- 
mospheric stagnation. Dr. Ham 
says that seemingly unex- 
plainable damage to trees can 
many times be correlated with 
such air pollution incidents. 

Unfortunately, many of the 
factors which contribute to the 
sensitivity or susceptibility of a 
tree to air pollution damage re- 
main unknown at this time. Until 
research in this area provides 
more information, the best 
recommendation is to keep trees 


as healthy and vigorous as possi- 
ble by fertilizing, watering, and 
observing good cultural prac- 
tices. 


Two hundred years ago, a Tea 
Party in Boston Harbor helped 
usher in the American Revolu- 
tion. This December, as the first 
major event of Amercia’s 
bicentennialf celebration, the 
Mayor's Office of the Boston 
Bicentennial is planning a com- 
memorative weekend in honor of 
the 200th anniversary of the 
Boston Tea Party. 

According to Boston Mayor 
Kevin H. White, the most spec- 
tacular event of the weekend, 
December 14-16, will be a mimed 
re-enactment of the Tea Party 
aboard the Brig Beaver II, a 
replica of one of the three 
original Tea Party ships, 
currently being sailed from 
England, 

Other events include a Tea 
Party Ball; a Tea Party Tent 
Festival; an 18th century music 
concert; a Tea Party Forum; a 
special service at Boston’s Old 
South Church; an exchange of 
proclamations with other ‘Tea 
Party’? cities (who followed 
Boston’s lead in disposing of 
English tea); and dedication of 
the U.S. Custom House at Boston 
as an historic building. 

‘‘A prime purpose in com- 
memorating the event,’’ said 
Mayor White, ‘‘is to remind peo- 
ple of the principles about 
government that were enormous- 
ly important to Bostonians of the 
18th century. Although times 
have changed, these same issues 
of the role of government and the 
rights of man still continue on to 
today.”’
